As  reported  last  year,  under  the. .Ndtiona^  Jieal'th,  Service  Act  1946,  the 
personal  health  services,  the  Ambulance  Service,  and  the  Laboratory 
Services,  are  provided _ by  the  Ministry  of*  Health  or  County  Council. 

I  do  not  think  that  it  is  necessary  to  draw  your  attention  to  any 
matters  concerned  with  these  services,  with  the  exception  that  the  County 
Council’s  Domestic  Help  Service  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  April  and 
has  been  running  very  successfully  within  your  district.

One  whole  tamo  junior  clerk  ceased,  employment  when  called  up  for 
National  Service,  and  it  was  then  the  Council's  decision  to  dispense 
with  the  whole  time  clerk  for  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor's 
department s  his  place  to  be  taken  by  a  shorthand  typist  shared  with  the 
other  departments  of  the  Borough  office.  Unfortunately  this  new  position 
was  not  billed,  with  consequent  difficulties  in  the  administration  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector's  department.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  cannot  give 
proper  attention  to  his  duties  of  Sanitary  Inspector  (together  with  those 
of  Purveyor)  unless  he  has  adequate  clerical  assistance. 

2.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

(a)  Quantity.  The  severe  restrictions  reported  upon  in  last  year's 
report  were  overcome  when  arrangements  were  made  to  make  additional 
water  available  from  Shaftesbury  Rural  District  Council.  After 
repre sen  oat i ons  go  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  joint  conferences  between 
the  Borough  and  Rural  District  Councils,  the  Rural  District  Council 
agreed  to  apply  to  the  Ministry  for  an  Abstraction  Order  under  the 
Defence  Regulations,  approving'  the  withdrawing  of  an  extra  20,000 
gallons  per  day  from  the  Melbury  Abbas  springs.  This  was  finally 
approved  after  abortive  attempts  to  re-open  a  borehole  at  Zig-Zag,  East 
Melbury,  and  to  tree  that  water  from  excessive  quantities  of  sand 'in 
suspension. 


In  May  a  direct  connection  was  made  from  the  Rural  District  Council 
reservoir  on  Salisbury  Road  to  the  Council's  mains  in  that  area  by 
means  of  a  bj  asbestos  main.  A  10  h. p.  booster  pump  was  installed  and 
from  the  19th  May  upwards  of  20,000  gallons  daily  was  pumped  into  the 
Council's  mains.  Four  days  later  the  town  was  returned  to  a  24  hour 
supply  which  was  maintained  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 


ihe  yield  oi  the  Borough  Council's  7/611  continued  to  drop,  reaching 
87,500  gallons  per  day  and  then  gradually  showed  signs  of  improvement 
reading  92,000  gallons  per  day  in  December,  by  which  time  the  additional 
water  taken  from  Salisbury  Road  was  reduced  to  13,000  gallons  per  day.

9.  SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  is  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough,  but  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  water  the  swimming  bath  was  kept  closed  during  the  summer. 

1°.  CAMPING  SITES. 

A  site  for  one  caravan  was  licensed  at  Tout  Hill  to  meet  emergency 
housing  purposes.  Informal  action  was  taken  to  prevent  the  use  of 
showfield  Christy’s  Lane  as  a  camping  site. 

11 .  VBRMINOUS  PREMISES. 

One  house  was  disinfested  after  action  had  been  taken  under  Section 
11  of  the  Housing  Act  1936,  and  the  house  was  vacated  following  a 
Closing  Order. 

12.  PATS  AND  MICE. 

The  scheme  operated  by  the  North  Dorset  Joint  Rodent  Committee  has 
continued  to  work  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  It  is  proposed  to 
continue  to  use  this  Joint  Committee  in  connection  with  giving  effect 
to  the  relevant  sections  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  pests  Act  1949. 

Luring  the  year  the  Council  re-introduced  the  free  treatment  of 
domestic  premises,  and  as  a  result  better  control  and  treatment  has  been 
effected.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  requests  for  treatment  which 
have  resulted  does  not  necessarily  mean  an  increase  in  infestation, 
although  this  long  wet  and  cold  winter  has  had  some  bearing  upon  this. 

The  infestation  of  the  Council’s  sowers  and  refuse  tip  has  not  been 
heavy,  and  the  Rodent  Officer  has  satisfactorily  treated  these.

14.  SCHOOLS  (INCLUDING  SCHOOL  CANTEENS).

16.  HOUSING. 


A  special  report  whs  presented  to  you  during  the  year  with  regard 
to  a  housing  survey  carried  out  in  the  St.  James  Street  area.  As  a 
result  of  this  report  3  houses  await  action  under  Section  11  of  the 
Housing  Act  1936,  a  group  of  houses  had  their  drains  cleaned,  and 
others  had  their  standpipe  water  supply  brought  nearer  to  their  doors. 
The  j.-juncil  approved  the  principal  recommendations  of  the  report  in 
general  principal  as  a  long  term  policy. 


From  the  under-mentioned  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  10  houses  were 
represented  under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act  1936  and  it  is  note¬ 
worthy  to  record  that  in  respect  to  3  of  these  properties,  the  first 
Demolition  orders  wore  made  since  the  passing  of  the  Housing  Act  in  1936. 


The  Housing  Committee  has  expressed  its  concern  at  the  number  of 
sub-standard  premises,  in  respect  to  which  the  public  Health  Committee 
has  taken  action  resulting  with  recommendations  for  xcriority  in  the  re¬ 
housing  of  persons  living  in  such  property.  If  the  Council,  as  a  public 
health  authority,  is  to  carry  out  its  statutory  duty,  the  re-housing  of 
persons  in  houses  no  longer  considered  fit  for  human  habitation,  will 
continue  to  be  an  essential  duty  of  the  Council.

5. 


Rent  Charges. 


There  appears  to  be  an  increasing  tendency  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses  having  to  refuse  a  house  when  offered  to  them  on  account  of  the 
higher  rents  which  arc  now  being  charged ,  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  occupants  living  in  the  newer  Council  houses  who  seek  transfer  to 
older  and  lower  rented  houses. 

If  this  tendency  continues,  the  whole  principal  of  housing  by  local 
authorities  will  be  negatived,  for  those  with  large  families  living  in 
sub-standard  houses  will  bo  the  first  to  have  to  refuse  a  Council 
house  when  offered  to  them,  and  it  is  for  such  families  that  local 
authorities  were  first  empowered  to  provide  houses* 

It  is  not  difficult  to  appreciate  that  a  large  family  who  are 
possibly  somewhat  unthrifty  and  who  are  living  under  very  unsatisfactory 
conditions  cannot  accept  the  offer  of  a  highly  rented  Council  house. 

Less  obvious  is  the  problem  of  the  thrifty  black-coated  (or  semi 
black-coated)  worker  in  the  lower  income  group  who  is  anxious  to 
maintain  as  decent  a  standard  as  possible  for  his  wife  and  family,  but 
who  finds  a  high  rent  takes  an  undue  proportion  from  his  pay  packet. 

If  such  an  applicant  accepts  a  highly  rented  house,  some  deprivations 
must  be  endured.  It  is  the  wife  and  mother  who  first  goes  hungry. 

Bearing  in  mind  that  the  new  houses  now  provided  are  to  last  for  at 
least  60  years,  I  do  not  feel  that  the  standard  of  new  houses,  as  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  can  reasonably  be  reduced  to  an 
appreciable  extent. 

It  is  argued  by  some  that  the  persons  in  the  higher  income  groups 
should  not  be  allowed  to  occupy  subsidized  houses,  at  the  same  time, 
we  see  that  there  are  those  in  the  lowest  income  groups  who  are  often 
unr  le  to  afford  to  live  in  these  houses. 

It  would  appear  that  consideration  of  a  differential  rent  scheme 
might  prove  necessary  to  overcome  this  anomoly. 

17 .  INSPECTION  AITD  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES. 

Byelaws.  It  was  disappointing,  to  me  that  the  Council,  after  having 
decided  to  adopt  the  byelaws  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of  Pood,  and  Sale  of  Pood  in  the 
Open  Air,  rescinded  their  decision  and  subsequently  decided  not  to 
adopt  such  byelaws. 

Comparatively  few  local  authorities  throughout  the  country  have 
failed  to  adopt  these  byelaws,  and  it  would  appear  to  me  that  a  town 
such  as  yours  which  caters  for  so  many  tourists  and  holiday  visitors 
from  all  parts  of  the  country,  would  wish  to  accept  the  same  standards 
of  clean  food  handling  as  are  recognized  in  most  of  the  other  districts. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Council  will  give  further  consideration  to 
the  adoption  of  these  byelaws,  which  arc  an  essential  step  in  the 
national  campaign  to  obtain  a  high  standard  in  the  purity  and  cleanliness 
of  food  and  the  reduction  of  the  ever  increasing  incidence  of  food 
poisoning  in  the  country.
